Amonc the peculiar facts concerning the growth 
of the United States from 1858 to 1908, noted in the 
annual report of the New York Chamber of Com- 
merce, the following increases are observed: Popula- 
tion, 193 per cent; the wealth of the country, 563 per 
cent; public debt, 2,375 per cent; the per capita debt 
from $1.51 to $10.76; bank deposits, 3,460 per cent; 
receipts of the government, 1,186 per cent; war ex- 
penditures, 329 per cent; navy expenditures, 745 per 
cent ; imports per capita from $8.35 to $13.70; exports 
per capita from $9.14 to $21.04, and the consumption 
of wines and liquors, 266 per cent, or from 6.42 to 


23.25 per capita gallon. 








FEDERAL experts who are making a study of building 
materials that will withstand fire and who are there- 
fore taking a keen interest in the fire 
Our losses as they are reported for the entire 
country, declare that in spite of all efforts 
toward better building conditions - the 
death and destruction due to fires and conflagrations 
in 1909 will eclipse all previous records, with the ex- 
ception of the years in which the Baltimore and San 
Francisco fires occurred. They point to the fact that 
in sixteen days of April five big fires in different parts 
of the United States resulted in a loss of about $7,- 
000,000, the death of twenty-two persons, the injury 
of seventeen, and the rendering homeless of more than 
3,000, . 
“The people of the United States have not yet 
learned the lesson of the Baltimore and San Fran- 
cisco fires,” says Richard L. Humphrey, engineer in 
charge of the structural material laboratories of the 
United States Geological Survey. “Fort Worth’s re- 
cent experience, when more than 300 homes were de- 
stroyed by the flames, is but a repetition of what has 
happened in the past and what will occur in the future 
until American municipalities wake to the situation and 
enact legislation which will absolutely prevent the fur-

ther construction of buildings that are not fireproof. 
It seems difficult to make the people believe that in 
1907 fires in the United States cost more than a million 
and a quarter dollars for every day in the year, an an- 
nual tax of more than $5 for every man, woman and 
child in the country. We are spending a billion dol- 
lars a year on new buildings and construction work, 
while our fires cost half a billion dollars. 

“No other'nation has such an unenviable record as 
this. Our fires are costing from six to eight times as 
much per capita’as any country in Europe. By the 
total cost of fires I refer not only to the actual de- 
struction of property, which amounted to $215,000,000, 
but also to the cost of maintenance of fire departments 
and the amount of insurance paid over and above the 
money returned to reimburse owners of buildings. 
While we are wasting several times as much property 
per capita as Europe, we are also destroying in these 
fires five times as many lives as are lost in the other 
countries. In 1906, according to the United States 
Census, 6,000 persons died of burns and perhaps 10,- 
voo were seriously injured.” 

The federal government is directly interested in this 
question because it is the owner of buildings valued 
at more than half a billion dollars which are not in- 
sured, and is spending more than $20,000,000 each 
year for new structures. This building and construc- 
tion work is all intended to be of permanent nature. It 
involves interests of such magnitude that the govern- 
ment can afford to take no risks concerning either the 
methods of construction or the materials to be used. 

The Geological Survey some time ago completed a 
series of preliminary fire tests of building materials 
which will soon be printed by the government in the 
form of a bulletin. The building materials were placed 
in a furnace where gas flames were formed by a blast 
of air against one side of the material. After two hours 
in which the material was heated to the point expect- 
ed in a conflagration, the material was taken from 
the furnace and the water turned on from a hose to get 
the conditions which obtain after the firemen begin 
their work. The conditions under which these tests 
were made were unusually severe, and as none of the 
materials passed perfectly, it proved a good test for 
comparative purposes. The tests are not, however, 
conclusive, being the first of an extended series of in- 
vestigations. 

Never before has a better opportunity presented 
itself than the present for sheet metal manufacturers 
and sheet metal workers to start an aggressive cam- 
paign in favor of sheet metal for building purposes. 
The United States government is giving more atten- 
tion to this important subject than it has heretofore 
done, and to all intents and purposes the interest so far 
manifested by it is but embryonic. Furthermore, archi- 
tects and contractors everywhere in the country are 
awakening to a realization of the indispensability 
of sheet metal roofs, window frames, etc., as proof 
against fire in building construction, and with the full 
co-operation of master sheet metal workers the cam- 
paign of education along these lines should result in 
the enacting of municipal, state and federal legislation 
compelling the use of sheet metal in the building in- 
dustry where it is best calculated to reduce fire hazards 
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to a minimum. Co-operation by all concerned, and 
plenty of it, is the one thing that will bring about this 
result. 3

figures of production, exportation, and 

importation of manufactures in the United States pre- 

sented by the Statistical Abstract of the United States, 

issued by the Bureau of Statistics of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. 

The census of 1905 shows the gross value of the 
factory product of manufactures in 1904 at 14,802 
million dollars, and estimates the value of all other 
manufactures, mechanical and neighborhood, at about 
2 billions, making the gross value of all manufactures 
produced in the United States in 1904, 16,867 million 
dollars. This gross valuation, however, includes many 
duplications, because the products reported by one 
manufacturer often become the manufacturing mate- 
rial of another, who also includes their cost in the re- 
port of the value of the products of his factory. By 
deducting from the gross valuation the value of this 
manufacturing material used in a partly manufactured 
form, the Census Office states the net or true value 
of the manufactures of the country in the census year. 
The process reduces the valuation of the factory prod- 
uct of 1904 from the gross figure of 14,802 millions, 
to a net valuation of 9,821 millions; and an applica- 
tion of the same method of reduction to the non-fac- 
tory manufactures, would place the net value of all 
manufactures in 1904 at 10,892 million dollars. The 
census of 1900, which reported the gross value of all 
manufactures in 1899 at 13,014 million dollars, places 
the net value for that year at 8,371 millions. 

The Bureau of Statistics’ figures show that the ex- 
portation in the year ended June 30, 1905, of all arti- 
cles classed by the census as manufactures amounted 
in value to 895 million dollars, a sum which equals 8.2 
per cent of the 10,892 millions estimated as the net 
value of all manufactures in 1904. The imports in 
the year ended June 30, 1905, of all articles similar to 
those classed by the census as manufactures were val- 
ued at 576 million dollars, which equals 5.3 per cent of 
the net value of the domestic manufactures of 1904. 

Even these figures, which show that the valuation 
of manufactures exported equals 8.2 per cent of the 
valuation of manufactures produced, and that the val- 
uation of the manufactures imported equals 5.3 per 
cent of the valuation of the manufactures produced, 
are, however, only approximate, in an attempt to de- 
termine the true relation of imports or exports of 
manufactures to the home production. The valuation 
of manufactures, supplied to the Census Office by the 
various manufacturers, states the value of the product 
at the place of production; while the Bureau of Sta- 
tistics figures of exportations state the wholesale mar- 
ket value of the article at the port from which export- 
ed. Thus the stated values of the articles exported 
are doubtless in most cases higher than the stated 
values of the same articles at the place of production, 
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since the cost of transportation and dealers’ profits are 
presumably added in the valuations at which the do- 
mestic merchendise in question is wholesaled at the 
various ports whose current prices determine the valu- 
ation placed upon the articles when exported. On the 
other hand, the values of the imported articles quoted 
by the Bureau of Statistics are by law “the actual mar- 
ket values or wholesale prices of such merchandise in 
the principal markets of the country whence import- 
ed,” and if freights and profits are added to this fig- 
ure the valuation at the point where it actually enters 
the United States would be somewhat in excess of that 
quoted. Thus the values of manufactures produced 
are those of the place of production, the figures of ex- 
ports are those of the wholesale markets of the port 
from which exported, and those of importation are 
those of the wholesale market of the country whence 
imported. Could production, exports, and imports be 
brought to a common basis of valuation, the percent- 
age which exports bear to the total production would 
be slightly reduced and that which imports bear to the 
total production be slightly increased; and the per- 
centages which exports and imports, respectively, bear 
to the total production would become even more near- 
ly identical than those above quoted, of 8.2 per cent on 
the export side and 5.3 per cent on the import side.

Planned. — represent that organization in co-operat- 
ing with other commercial bodies in solving the prob- 
lems that confront the carrier and the shipper. This 
action was strongly urged by the freight committee 
appointed last year, when the proposed 10 per cent 
increase in rates was agitating shippers. It is sug- 
gested that such a bureau might have performed valu- 
able service in securing a more general adoption of 
the uniform bill of lading, thereby avoiding the con- 
fusion resulting from its non-adoption in southern ter- 
ritory. Such services might also aid in securing legis- 
lation giving the Interstate Commerce Commission 
the right to suspend a freight rate advance pending 
inquiry. 

Among the other important questions which it is 
suggested the bureau might solve are: More simplicity 
in tariff construction ; uniformity in state and national 
laws governing the regulation of carriers ; carload rat- 
ings; prompt settlement of claims; uniform classifica- 
tion; laws giving the shipper the right to control the 
routing of freight and to make carriers responsible for 
erroneous rate quotations. 

Many and various are the problems affecting the 
carrier and the shipper, and it is not to be wondered 
at that there is more or less friction going on all the 
time. Some of these problems are not difficult of solu- 
tion while others are extremely perplexing. There 
can be no doubt that the establishing of such a bu- 
reau as is planned by the National Association of Man- 
ufacturers is a desideratum of no small consequence. 
It is imperative, however, that it be properly adminis- 
tered. Shippers are sometimes prone to adopt the 
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wrong course of procedure in contesting a point 
against a carrier, and in this connection much good 
might be accomplished by a permanent traffic bureau 
in pointing the right way to a solution of a problem 
where the success of the case from the viewpoint of 
the shipper depends on action both definite and posi- 
tive. 








RANDOM NOTES AND SKETCHES.

Philip Corbin of New Britain, Conn., president of 
the American Hardware Corporation, and looked on 
as Connecticut’s richest citizen, recently returned from 
the State Prison in Wethersfield, Conn., where he vis- 
ited his old chum, Charles Gilbert, a convict, sentenced 
in 1864 for murder. Mr. Corbin makes such trips 
twice a year. Years ago, when both men were young, 
with their way to make in the world, they were mem- 
bers of the New Britain cricket team. Corbin was the 
star bowler and Gilbert was a terror at the bat. They 
were big factors in making New Britain win a great 
majority of its games. One day Gilbert, in a fit of 
rage, shot and killed Henry Caldwell. Corbin stood 
by his friend through the trial, but the evidence was 
conclusive and Gilbert was regarded as lucky to escape 
the gallows, “You are guilty,” said Corbin, “and you 
deserve your punishment, but I shall still be your 
friend, and twice every year I’ll come to see you.” For 
forty-five years Mr. Corbin has been as good as his 
word. Every six months he journeys to Wethersfield 
and sits for an hour at one end of a long table, Gilbert 
sits at the other and an armed guard looks on. The 
millionaire is said to have taken good care of Mr. 
Gilbert’s family and sees that the convict lacks none of 
the little comforts the prison regulations allow. “These 
visits are the only bright spots in my life,” Gilbert has 
said often, with tears in his eyes. “Always keep your 
temper, Phil; always keep your temper. Remember 
me.” Though Mr. Corbin possesses powerful political 
influence he declines to make any effort to obtain Gil- 
bert’s pardon. “He is guilty,” says the hardware man. 
“He knows he deservés his punishment. I do not 
think he himself would wish me to go against my con- 
science in endeavoring ‘to procure his release.” Was 
there ever a better and more typical example of genu- 
ine altruism than this? I trow not. In the galaxy of 
men supremely great there ought to be an honored 
place for Mr. Corbin, for he has demonstrated that 
he is worthy of it. I venture to say that the acts of 
kindness bestowed by him on his unfortunate friend, 
Gilbert, have had a tendency to prolong the latter’s life 
while in penal servitude. If not, they certainly have 
brightened it a whole lot. How many men of wealth 
are to-day doing acts like this? Few, very few. “Alas 
for the rarity of Christian charity under the sun!”

Any pessimist who complains that there is no profit, 
but rather only grinding toil in farming, is invited to 
look over the books of Francis Sestier of Des Moines, 
Iowa. This young man has made $18,000 worth of 
permanent improvements on a 32-acre farm in the 
last seven years and paid for it all with the product of 
the soil. Sestier in 1875 went to Des Moines to work 
on the construction of the State Capitol, his father 
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having been a stonecutter. But stonecutting is un- 
healthy business, and one day the elder Sestier deter- 
mined to quit it. He bought a farm within sight of the 
golden dome of the state house he had helped con- 
struct and struggled along for years, paying off the 
mortgages and at the same time raised a family, Seven 
years ago he died and his son Francis took the active 
management. The young man turned his farm into a 
truck garden, which is now said to be the finest west 
of the Mississippi River. During all these years his 
fertilizer has not cost him more than 50 cents an acre 
a year. Among the permanent improvements built 
since 1901 and paid for are an $8,000 house, under 
which is a modern cold storage plant, a steam pumping 
plant that draws water from the river half a mile 
away and lifts it 145 feet into a monster reservoir, and 
eight greenhouses. Mr. Sestier by his management is 
making his farm yield a gross income of $300 or $400 
an acre. Like every successful man, Mr. Sestier can 
handle some things better than others. Tomatoes 
seem to be his favorite crop. He introduced the 
method of raising tomatoes on poles and plants 3,000 
vines to the acre, getting a yield of 750 bushels of 
fruit that brings the highest price on the market. He 
makes $2,500 on lettuce in a year. The young man’s 
success is considered the more remarkable because he 
never attended an agricultural college or took a course 
in farming.

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A NEW QUESTION IN THAT WARM-AIR 
HEATING PROBLEM. 





To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 

In your issue of June 5 we stated that we had a 
proposition before us concerning which we were asked 
to furnish 180 degrees of heat in various departments 
to be used for enameling bedsteads and other such 
material, and were anxious to know whether it were 
possible by using a warm-air heater of any manufac- 
ture to obtain ‘a temperature of 180 degrees without 
much of a fluctuation, and whether this could be done 
with coal or fuel gas. 

In your June 12 issue Charles Smith of Chicago 
replied to our query stating that to have the work done 
satisfactorily it would be necessary to take a coal or 
gas furnace at one-third its lowest rated capacity and 
use an automatic regulator. 

A new question arises, however, which we take out 
of a letter from a warm-air furnace manufacturer, 
which states that in order to hold 180 degrees of heat 
in a room it would be necessary to have 190 degrees 
in the furnace, which would mean that the air would 
be red hot. The life of the ordinary furnace, there- 
fore, would be very short if it were being put to a 
continued use of that kind. We would be pleased to 
hear from’ Mr, Smith further regarding this matter 
or others who may be interested in a problem of this 
character,

PATTERN FOR THAT SHEET STEEL SMOKE 
STACK. 








To THE AMERICAN ARTISAN: 
In your valuable paper of June 5, one of the broth- 


ers in the trade asked for a rule to lay out a smoke 


stack of heavy iron, namely, 16, 14, 12 or 10, or any 
other thickness. In sending you the rule for the bene- 
fit of those who may not know how to solve the prob- 


‘ 
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on the small end. This will give the rivet holes of 
both ends on a curved line the radius of which would 
reach half way around the earth. I have used this 
rule for more than twenty-five years and have. never 
gone wrong on it. 

Your subscriber may wish to know why I cut the 
small end of the pipe 6 2/7 times the thickness of the 
iron shorter than the large end; because it must be 
the required diameter on the outside that it is on the 
inside at the other end. The rule that I use in calcu- 
lating circumferences is: As 7 is to 22, so is the 
diameter to the circumference; or, in plain English, 
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Sketch of Pattern. 


lem, | wish to say that it must be borne in mind that 
all sheet metals shrink just one thickness of them- 
selves in forming into a cylinder or pipe, and 3 1/7 
times the thickness of the metal must be added to the 
circumference to make up for this shrinkage. 

Now for the pattern. Let the rectangle ABCD 
represent the sheet from which the stack is to be made. 
Let CD be the required circumference of the large 
end. Make AB 6 2/7 times the thickness of the metal 
shorter than the large end. Draw a straight line on 
each end of the sheet as far from the edge as is re- 
quired for the points to lap. Lay off on each side of 
the center as many spaces as you require rivets around 
the stack. Draw lines from points on each end as 
shown in drawing; then take the square, and place the 
heel on the rivet hole of the center line with long 
blade following the line across the sheet. The point 
where the short blade cuts the next line is the center 
of the rivet hole. In that line repeat this operation 
until you have located all of the rivet holes on the 
large end ofthe sheet. Then set the trammel points 
equal to points 7 and 2 in the drawing, using the points 
on the large end as centers and marking rivet centers

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Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

The hardware market is somewhat unsettled owing 
to the spotty demand. There was very little change 
in the volume of business as compared with a week 
ago, but prices are somewhat irregular and for lines 
for which the demand has fallen off they are weak. 
There is some price shading in certain lines in order 
to secure business that seems attractive. The general 
sentiment in the trade is cheerful and while the tech- 
nical conditions will regulate prices for the immediate 
future, there is a feeling that in the long run prices 
will show substantial improvement if the present pros- 
pect of good crops is materialized in the harvest. The 
best current business is in builders’ hardware, which 
is rather heavy in the local market, owing to the ex- 
tensive building operations that are now going on in 
this city. The business in wire nails is fair but the 
amount is not large. The local demand for cut nails 
has improved substantially. Buying of barb wire is 
lighter. 

The base price of wire nails at the mill for jobbers 
is $1.70 per keg. The base price is $1.75 at the mill 
for full carloads and $1.90 at the mill for less than 
carloads. The base price of cut nails at the mill for 
jobbers is $1.80 per keg. The base price is $1.85 for 
full carloads at the mill, and $1.90 for less than car- 
loads at the mill. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as 
follows: Wire nails, jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ 
car lots, $1.98; $2.05 out of store; painted barb wire, 
jobbers’ car lots, $1.93; retailers’ car lots, $1.98, with 
30 cents for galvanizing ; plain wire to jobbers in car 
lots, $1.93, and to retailers in car lots, $1.98. 

Copper slating nails are quoted at 22 cents. 





TIN PLATE. 

The market for tin plate is characterized by con- 
siderable activity. The American Sheet & Tin Plate 
Co. are operating at about 85 per cent of capacity 
while the independents are working about 90 per cent 
of their mills. Prices remain firm. For 1oo-lb. I. C.

SHEETS. 


The sheet mills are booking a fair amount of busi- 
ness.

COPPER. 


There is a slightly easier market for ingot copper, 
with a very quiet demand for consumption, though the 
export demand is keeping up very well. The collapse 
of the recent heavy speculation in the London market 
has had a depressing effect upon the markets on this 
side, and is held to be largely responsible for the 
heaviness here. Predictions of heavy exports of cop- 
per this month seem likely of fulfilment, as there were 
recently shipped from New York 2,502 tons, making 
22,242 tons since June 1. In May there were exports 
of 31,473 tons, and if an average of 1,000 tons a day 
for the rest of the month is maintained the June total 
will exceed that of May. The London market shows 
a decline of £1 5s for the week on both spot and 
futures.

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COKE. 


The demand for coke in the local market is quieter 
but the market is steady. Best grades of foundry coke 
are quoted at $2.25.- Deliveries in the latter part of 
the year are being negotiated on a basis of $2.25 and 
upward. Prices on furnace coke are steady and range 


from $1.75@1.90. 


IRON BARS. 


This market is a little less active and prices are 
unchanged. Quotations are as follows: 1.40@1.45c 
for best refined bars and 1.35@1.40c for the ordinfry. 


STEEL. 


There is still a very active demand for finished 
steel, especially from the railroads, who are preparing 
to meet the demand for more rolling stock, which # 
is expected will materialize later in the year. The 
result of this increased demand for cars and equip- 
ment, will bring a tremendous increase in the volume 
of business to the steel mills, particularly for plates 
and shapes. This new business, added to that placed 
previously, will force the mills to operate to their full 
capacity. 

The new orders placed during the past week have 
been lighter than in recent weeks, but the specifica- 
tions on contracts are very heavy, especially in the 
wire department, where the specifications during June 
have been of record figures. Fewer rail contracts have 
been placed lately, but the month’s business in steel 
rails is expected to reach a total of 300,000 tons. Since 
the first of June the contracts placed for fabricated 
steel have amounted to about 65,000 tons, and a total 
of 125,000 tons is indicated for the month. 


In the structural steel department the orders placed 
last week aggregated about 40,000 tons. Tenders have 
been submitted on 140,000 tons of bridge and _ build- 
ing work, and there are inquiries in the market for 
90,000 tons additional. In addition to this, there are 
proposals in sight for about 300,000 tons of steel, the 
outlook for a heavy business in the fall being excellent. 


A tremendous increase in the volume of steel rail 
ordefs is predicted shortly, and one manufacturer is 
reported as estimating the probable tonnage for 1910 
as about 5,000,000, The record tonnage was in 1906, 
when 3,977,889 tons were rolled. In 1908 this had 
fallen off to 1,921,611 tons, this being the low mark 
of recent years. 


PIG IRON. 


In the New England district the iron market con- 
tinues dull, but in New York and the West a very 
fair business is being done. At the time that the New 
England salesmen were doing an excellent business, 
two or three months ago, the West was quiet. Now 
the conditions are reversed—the eastern buyers seem 
to have been pretty well supplied for the time being, 
while an excellent demand is reported in the West. 

In the local market, there are some good-sized in- 
quiries. There is considerable strength in the situa- 
tion, especially for forward delivery. For the last 
quarter it is doubtful if any orders could be placed, 
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except at an advance of 25@5o0c per ton over the 
prices current for spot or early delivery. 

The northern furnaces are in an especially strong 
position, and there has been a general advance of 25c 
per ton during the week. The quotation on Pennsyl- 
vania and New York iron for New England delivery 
is now $17.75@18.50 per ton,. though some of the 
furnaces would undoubtedly shade this a little on an 
attractive order. An increasing number of the mer- 
chant furnaces are out of the market altogether, some 
well known furnaces having withdrawn during the 
week. 

There does not seem to be quite so much buoyancy 
in the South as in the North, though the situation is as 
strong in Alabama as previously noted. The Alabama 
furnaces are generally firm at $12 per ton for No. 2 
foundry iron, with a premium being asked for de- 
livery in the last quarter, while it might be possible 
to shade this a trifle in the case of an order for nearby 
delivery, attractive in tonnage or conditions. The Vir- 
ginia furnaces are holding their iron firm at $14@ 
14.50 per ton, Roanoke.

Ohio furnace men too are feeling decid 
edly optimistic, and while $14.50 may be considered the cur 
rent quotation for No. 2 foundry in the Ironton district, 
some of them are staying out of the market rather than ac 
cept at this price. In Birmingham the majority of the large 
producers are now holding at $12.00 and some sales have 
been made on that basis. 

“The decided activity of the railroads in placing heavy 
orders for equipment has given a stimulus to the situation. 
Naturally this is felt in all directions and is most encourag- 
ing. 

“There has been a demand for Basic iron from the steel 
makers and several round lots have been placed. The fact 
that this will be the banner month of the year so far in the 
shipment of steel, is in itself significant. The tone of the 
market is certainly healthy and the feelirg is that before 
long we will see old-time activity.”
